GUNS ON SHORE IN ACTION 


BATTLE BETWEEN GOVERNMENT 
AND REVOLUTIONARY FORCES. 


The United States Cruiser Philadelphia 
Is at the Scene and Will Protect 
the Interests of Ameri- 
can Citizens. 


COLON, Colombia, Jan. 20 (via Galveston, 
Tex.).—-A naval battle which began at 6 
o'clock this morning is in prpgress in the 
harbor of Panama. 

The revolutionary fleet consists of the 
steamer Padilla, Darien and Gaintan. They 


are trying to force a landing off Samoa. 
The government ships are the Chilean line 
Steamer Lautero, the Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Co.'s steamer Chicuito and the 
Panama Canal Co.'s steamer Boyaca. The 
first named steamer was seized by Gen. 
Alban, and the other two have been ehart- 
ered by the Colombian government. 

As this dispatch ts sent, three shots have 
just passed over the Chiculto and she has 
answered with several shots. They feil 
close to the Padilla, which is seen to be 
retiring. 

The guns at Las Bovedas are also fir- 
ing at the rebel ships. 

The government forces are throwing up 
entrenchments. The United States cruiser 
Philadelphia is close to the scene cof the 
fighting. She will land marines to protect 


. American citizens. 


ONE SHIP SINKING. 


The secretary of the navy has received 
the following cablegram from Capt. Mead.

HAS BEEN 158 TIMES ARRESTED 


Remarkable Record of Skinner Cook, 
Who Was Trying to Embrace a 
Marble Soldier.

He 
always fights furiously and usually has 
to be carried to jail.

Frank F. Howard of 3003 West Pine 
street, senior member of the firm of W. P. 
Howard & Co., commission merchants, of 
498 North Levee, was injured at 8:30 o’clock 
Monday morning in Forest Park by the 
wreck of his automobile. 

Howard was severely bruised and 
Shaken up, and was taken to the City 
Hospital: The automobile took fire after 
the collision and became a complete wreck.

He says that 
he saw the automobile turn as if to cross 
the bridge, and that instéad of following 
the driveway the vehicle crashed into the 
post.

INHABITANTS OF THE PLAIN 
FEAR DISASTER. 


Description of the Burning Cones and 
the Destructions Brought by 
in 1892. 


MEXICO CITY; Jan. 2.—The voicano of 
Colima is again active, and scientific men 
connect this fact with the provalenes of 
seismic phenomena. 

Renewed earthquake shocks were report- 
ed from various parts of the country this 
afternoon, and a slight tremble of the earth 
was felt here Saturday afternoon. 

Gov. Mora of Guerrero has. personally 
taken charge of the ruined city of - ete 
cingo. 

The populace is camping out, pe by | 
troops, and perfect order obtains. 

The city will have to be thoroughly re- 
built. : 

More bodies continue to’ be found as thé 
debris is examined by soldiess. 

The inhabitants of Colima -City, capital 
of the state and 30 miles distant from 
the volcano, fear a repetition of the dis2s- 
trous eruption of December,’ 1892,' which 
was attended with earthquake’ shocks 
which destroyed many houses in -the city. 

The city of Colima has an altitude of 
1450 feet and coritains 30,080 inhabitants. 
It is 58 miles from Manzanillo and is sit- 
uated in the center of a plane which is 
perhaps 75 miles in circumference, and is 
traversed by several rivers and creeks. 

Southeast and west of the city are wooded 
mountains from 2000 to 4000 feet high, while 
to the north the ground again rises grad- 
ually until the double volcano of Colima 
pushes itself high up above the surrounding 
country into the limits of eternal snow. 

Colima's nearest neighboring peak is Ne-

Twenty-five mies southeast is 
Mount Tanasula. These three peaks stand 
isolated from the main range of mountains 
that belt the western hemisphere from 
Alaska to Patagonia. 

The volcano of Colima cywnsists of two 
well-shaped cones, one of which is called 
Volcano de Nieve or snow volcano, which'‘is 
not active. The chief volcano is the Vol- 
cano dé Fuego or fire volcano. ‘Is is one of 
the series of six volcanoes of Mexico which 
were formed in almost straight lines across 
the continent from the Gulf of Mexico. to 
the Pacific ocean abové a communicating 
volcanic rent in the crest of the earth, com- 
mencing east from the volcano of Ofribba, 
followed by Iztaccehault Popocatepeti, the 
volcano of Tuluac, the newly formed Joru!- 
lo and ending with the volcano of Col’ms&,

When he learned that Kubelik wanted a 
violin he offered the Guarnerius for $5000, 
which was the ay see price. 

Another Joseph Guarnerius is owned by 
Kubelik, but it is not so good as this one. 
Its value is $2500. 


Disovered His Genius 
on a Toy Violin. 

Then there is the baby violin, from 
which Kubelik first learned that he had 
been gifted with a genius for music. It 
was bought for him partly as a toy by his 
father. Now he says he would not geil 
it if all the money in the world were of- 
fered.

WHW YORK, Jan. %.—The trial of law- 
yer Albert T. Patrick, charged with the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, the eccen- 
trio Texas multi-millionaire, began before 
Recorder Goff in general sessious today. It 
will prove, it is expected, one of the most 
sensational murder trials ever held in this 
country. 

The murder, if it was a murder, was 
committed at No. 500 Madison avenue on 
Sept. 23, 1900. Patrick was not indicted un- 
til the following April. He had been ar- 
rested a month after Rice’s death and was 
held, together with Valet Charles F. Jones, 
who will be the principal witness for the 
prosecution, charged with forgery. 

It is estimated that the trial will last 
from 6 to 8 weeks. It will be practically a 
battle between experts in handwriting and 
chemistry. Upon the death of Mr. Rice it 
was found that Patrick had inherited prac- 
tleally all of Mr. Rice’s millions, while a 
former will provided that the bulk of the 
fortune was to go toward founding a char- 
itable institution in Houston, Tex. 

Some time after the arrest of Patrick and 
Jones the valet confessed that he had ad- 
pepeteres chloroform to the old man and

“T have not yet lost hope of persuading

cle In regard to the World's Fair at Chi- 
eago. The government announced that it 
would not aid in making an exhibit be- 
‘ause it was grieved by the Ager of 
several of its citizens by’ a mob at New 
Orleans. But we induced it later to see 
the situation in another light and agreed 
to head the exhibit. 


Hopes to Persuade 
His Government. 

“T hope for similar success tn the present 
case.

BRITISH STEAMSHIP MEN READY 
TO CLOSE GREAT DEAL. 


NAME TO BE AMERICAN LINE 


Consolidation Said to Include All Ves- 
sels Plying in Trans-Atlan- 
tic Trade. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Considerable interest 
is being taken by steamship men in Lon- 
don and Liverpool over the visit of Mr. 
Bruce Ismay, Mr. Graves, Mr. Pierre and 
Mr. Wilding to New York. 

There seems no doubt that their mission 
is to discuss with Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan 
a amalgamation of several big steamship 

nes. 

The opinfon prevails that some sort of 
consolidation will be effected, whether for 
general or freight traffic only. It is well 
known that Mr. Morgan, representing as he 
does, the Leyland line, w numbers 67 
vessels, is anxious to bring about a com- 
bination of lines which shall practically 
control the freight traffic, at least, between 
American and English ports. It is known 
also that the American line, backed by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, is willing to 
enter the consolidation. 

Then, of course, Mr. Morgan represents 
the stee] corporation and, with one of the 
great English companies as a member of 
the combination, he will be in a position 
to dictate terms. Mr. Ismay and the others 
represent the White Stur line, and some 
steamship men believe that the announce- 
ment of consolidation with them and other 

reat lines will follow soon after the con- 
erence with Mr. Morgan. 

From a source which there is every rea- 
son to believe trustworthy it is learned that 
Mr. Morgan’s idea is to call such a new 
concern the “American Line,’’ and this 
is the one thing to which the White Star 
people are unwilling to agree. The man- 
ager of the present American line has 
been named as manager of the’ consoli- 
dated lines. 

The Cunard company, it is understood, 
is watching the outcome of the conference 
with interest, as the combination, if effect- 
ed, will make it the only nod independ- 
ent line running to New
